CiiAPTm I 
GENERAL 

(a) Rajyahhtakek 

His Highness Maharaja Tukoji Rao Holkar III GCIE abdicated 
on, the 26th of February 1926 In favour of his son and heir, Pnnce 
Yeshwant Rao Holkar < 

2 The Rajyahkiahck Ceremony of His Highness Maharaja Yeshwant 
Baa II was performed on the 11th of hlarcli 1926 when, m a Durhar held 
for the purpose, His Highness Maharaja. Tukoji Rao Holkar formally 
vacated the Gadx and installed his son and heir. His Highness Maharaja 
Yeshwant Rao Holkar II, on the same On the same day. Her Highness 
Maharani Sanyogita Bai was placed on the Khasgi Gadi by Her Highness 
Saubhagyawati Masaheba Chandrawati Bai Holkar. 

3 On the 12th of March, the Hon’ble Mr, (now Sir) R I R. Glancy, 
K.C IE, C S J , Agent to the Governor General in Central India, paid an 
offiaal visit to His Highness and presented the Khanta from His Excel 
lency the Viceroy who could not, owing to his preoccupations in connec- 
tion with his impending retirement, be present at the ceremonies connect- 
ed with His Highness s accession While presenting the Khanta to His 
Highness, Mr Glancy made the following speech -- 

“I have come here to daj't to present to Your Highness the Khanta 
from His Excellency the Viceroy conveying HiS Majesty the 
King Elmperor's formal recognition of Your Highness s succes 
Sion

The circumstances which have brought about Your Highness’s acces- 
sion are such that the unrestrained TB; 0 JCJiigs usual on such 
occasions would here be out of place But I believe I am sufS 
ciently in touch with local sentiment to be able to affirm without 
fear of contradiction that the people of this State do most cordi- 
ally and imanimously welcome Your Highness and whole heart- 
edly desire that happiness and good fortune may attend you both 
m your private life and m that position of responsibility to which 
Providence has called yon. You may count with absolute cer- 
tainty upon the devoted loyalty of your subjects, and this is the 
greatest asset with which a young Ruler can commence his career. 
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At tiie same time to succeed to a pnncely heritage at an early age 
js not m every respect the height of good fortune The life of 
^ Ruler IS often a londy life and a life beset with difficulties and 
disillusion He has to walk with such circumspection that m 
gome respects he enjoys less personal freedom and liberty than 
jnany of his subjects 

On the other hand, there is Uiis consolation that, given the will and 
character, there is no one in this world to day, who has it in his 
jjower to do so mucli for his people as the Ruler of an important 
titate m Iniia, tend Ytmt Hvghnesa vfvl.1 find by ♦•.'‘’nt 

iiothing affords such satisfaction as the promotion of tlie happi- 
jiess and well being of others and especially of those whom Pro- 
vidence has entrusted to your keeping I sincerely hope that 
this consolation and this happiness may be yours and may more 
than compensate you for the cares, responsibilities and restric- 
tions of your princely rank and station 


I trust tliat Your Highness will not regard my words as discourag- 
ing or inappropriate to the occasion It is very far from my 
intention to produce any such impression It is rather, my in- 
tension, in fact, to indicate that when the time comes for Your 
Highness to exercise the full powers of a Maharaja of Indore, 
opportunities will be open to you which are granted to few even 
of your fellow Rulers 

For the present the heavy responsibilities of State do not devolve upon 
Your Highness The Minonty Administration will watch over 
your interests till you come of age and, I hope, will render a 
good account of their stewardship, so that when the time comes 
you may find your treasury full and your people happy, and I 
play add that there is a more intimate connection between the 
two things than is very often realised It is for you now to 
jiiepare jourself for the opportunities that will come hereafter 
pnd to complete your education In this short period before 
Your Highness attains your majority I trust without neglecting 
your more serious studies jou may have jour full sliare of the 
esned interests amf enfosinents which are the rcgfit and proper 
perquisites of jouth 

Finally, I hope that the relations between Your Highness and the 
fmperial Government may rest on the sure foundation of mutual 
understanding and confidence which for my own part I shall 
work unceasingly to promote His Excellency s Kkarita which 
f have read is significant and I feel sure Your Higliness will ap- 
pieciate the message of good wishes which it contains ’ 

4 His Highness responded m the following words — • 

“I thank you cordially for 3 our good wishes and the advice you have, 
as a true friend of my State, offered on this momentous occasion 
mmylife lha\e, also, to request you to convey my best thanks 
to His Excellency the Viceroy for lus kind message of good %vishes 
and words of advice 

It 13 gratifying to me that I have the good will of my people, the 
good wishes of a fnend like yourself, and the fostering care of 
the British Government 
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Lastly I request you to tender my respectful thante to His Majesty 
the King Emperor for his gracious assurance of friendship I, 
on my part at this age of my life can only say that my ambi- 
tion will be to fit roj self for useful service to my state and the 
Empire I also ask that an assurance of my devotion and loyal- 
tj to the person and the Throne of His Majesty may kindly be 
con\eyed to him tlirough His Excellency the Viceroy

1 The appointment of Cabinet Ministers and of the Inspector 
General of Pobce will be made by the Government of India 

System op Administration 

2 The Prime Mimster and the Cabinet will carry on the adnuniS' 
tration of the State according to the existing lules and practice^ 
subject to the conditions set out in the following paragraphs 
Three will form a quorum and the President will have a casting^ 
\ote 

3 In cases in which Huzur Orders are necessary under the consti 
tution the Cabinet are now empowered to pass final orders pro 
vided the Cabinet are unanimous and the subject is not one re- 
served for the approval of the Agent to the Governor General

(l) Any arrangement for the Ruling Family. 

(m) Any change in the procedure or distribution of v,’ork in the

(n) Confirmation of Capital sentences. 

(o) The Agent to the Governor-General may call for papers in 
any ixise and order such case to be treated as a Reser\ ed 
case.

10 An Appeal Committee consisting of four Ministers with tho 
Deputy Prime M mster as ChaimaTV was constituted to hear and dispose 
of appeals against the departmental orders of ’\Iinisters Its powers 
were final save in cases involving questions of policy or principle which 
required fuller consideration and discussion by the full Cabinet 


11 The High Court of Jud cature having been constituted into the 
Court of final appeal no appeal except in Criminal cases submitted to 
the High Court bj a Sessions Court for passing sentences as a rule Jay 
to the Cabinet from the decis ons of the High Court Tlio Judicial Com 
mittee therefore ceased to hear cases as a Court of Appeal but continued 
to advise His Highness s Government by expressing opinion on appeals 
and petitions lelating to unpoxtant judw at cases which the Pnme Mims 
ter referred to it with a view to tlieir being entertained bj the Cabinet.

(c) Reforus &. Improiemcnts 

17 With a Mew to keeping the ndministratue maclimcry of the 
State abreast of the timec, s>stematJC oveihauling of the entire machinery 
was taken in hand, and the following paragraphs outline tlie \arious mea- 
sures of reform introduced It will be observed that there was scope for 
improvement in almost all the departments and their needs were accord- 
inglj fullj attended to, but tlie development of the nation-building de- 
partments and the creation of some fresh departments calculated to pro- 
mote the general well being of the people, eg, the llural Development and 
the Health and Sanitation Departments which, though of comparatively 
recent origin, have won the appreciation of the people alreadj, and the 
revision of the scales of pa> of all classes of Government servants below 
the rank of Jlinisters, formed the special features All this did involve 
extra expenditure, but in cases of imperative necessitj, no Government 



could afford to postpone things indefinitely without being exposed to the- 
risk that follows the poliiy of drift and unduly deferred measures It 
must, under the circumstances, be particulaily gratifying to the Minonty 
Administration that it has been able to present to His Highness, on the 
termination of the minority period, a sounder financial position in the 
State, in as much as there has been a net saving of about 42V^ lakhs dur- 
ing the last four years 

18 Relations of His Highness s Government with the British 
Government and the neighbouring States were cordial Reciprocal agree- 
ments were entered into with the governments of seveial neighbouring 
States to facilitate investigation of crime and arrest of offenders etc. 

19 Post Offices at Sendhwa, Nisarpur, Bhanpura, Sunel, Mahidpur, 
Manasa, Rampura, Kannod, Khat^gaon, Zirapur, Mills (the Indore In- 
dustrial Area) , Alampur and Kantaphor, have been converted into Com- 
bined Post and Telegraph Offices a Trunk Telenhone connection has 
been established between Indore and several cities in India 

20 A Boundary Office with two special Boundary Officers was orga- 
nised to expedite disposal of boundary cases and a number of boundary 
cases have been amicably settled 

21 Measures necessary to wnptove the condition of /apirdars and 
to bring them under proper control have been taken, and some recalcitrant 
Jagirdars have been punished and made to realise their position 

22 The importance of Agriculture as the back bone of the State has 
been recognised all over the country The advancement of the economic 
well being of the rural population was therefore one of the objects that 
received special attention By the amalgamation of the Departments of 
Agriculture and Co-operative Societies was created a new Department— 
The Rural Development Department — ^which has very wide possibilities 
and potentialities for the country side The research work done at tJie 
Plant Industry Institute is being uUlised and assistance is given to the 
agriculturist to adopt these improvements Demonstrations given to the 
cultivators have already created a desire for the adoption of improved 
methods The right of the cultivator to mortgage his occupancy rights 
under certain conditions has been recognised and other important mea- 
sures calculated to ameliorate his condition have been approved and noti- 
fied 


23 The number of Co operative Societies in the State has risen 
from 269 with a working capital uf 33 lahhs to 419 with a working capi- 
tal of over 46 lakhs A Committee, on which Mr R N Bhagwat of the 
Co operative Department of Bombay and Dewan Bahadur Amba Shankar 
Mulji of the Bombay Co operative Association were invited to work, was 
appointed (6 formulate definite suggestions for the development of the 
Co-operative Credit movement Their report is receiving consideration 

24 A Cultivators’ Conference is organised every year A Cattle- 
breeding Farm has been established near Simrole with a view to develop- 
ing and maintaining the punty of the reputed Malwa breed of plough 
cattle All the Amins and Nmb Amtns are being trained in agricultural 
and Tural uplift work at the VUan Industry Institute m batches The 
trained Amins have been allotted certain villages where they devote their 
attention to effecting improvements, e g . eradication of Kans and Kunda 
field drainage, silage, preparatioxt of manure, and sanitation The 

-X-sas’ piAlisfied as ssapiteifojrf, aoef aisuily devoted to agriculture 
and other matters of interest to the cultivators has been started. Rules 



have been framed for the maintenance of proper samtary conditions in 
the rural areas 


25 Tlie Land Pvevenue Settlement of the whole State fixing fair 
rates lias been completed 

20 A Jagirdars’ Manual containing rules regarding Jagirdars’ 
rights and duties, and provisions for maintaining their status and the 
amelioration of their condition has been comnleted and brought into force 
A Special Officer was apnomted to report on the ouestion of the arrears 
of revenue due from Istamurardars and lanKcdars, and necessar> action 
has been taken on his report with the assent of the Istamurardars 

27 The demarcation of Sardeskmukhi land, nhich had not been 
done so long, is being earned out by a Special Officer appointed for the 
purpose Mans of the State on the scale of 4 miles to an inch and those 
of the Districts on the scale of 2 miles to an inch have been prepaied 
Tlie records of external boundaries of the Mahidnur Distnct liave been 
compiled 

28 The irrigation sources have been examined and a snecnl recur- 
ring grant has been sanctioned for their improvement A scheme of 
digging wells in villages with a view to ensure a supply of good ard 
sufficient drinking water has been sanctioned 

29 A Special Officer was placed m cliarge of the Aladi work 
Nearly S'l.OOO acres of disafforested area was surveyed and eitlier sold by 
auction in blocks or leased out on painnent of Nazratia New concessions 
were granted m the Rampura Bhanoura Distnct to tenants from outside, 
thus creating a demand for land there Sir Hukumch-ind, the lending 
merchant of Indore, has been given on lense about 300 acres of hnd near 
Lirabodi Tank for starting a Model Seed Farm and Ginner> oii certain 
concessions 

30 The Veterinary Department was re-organised and the construc- 
tion of a Veterinary Dispensary at Indore and the opening of two new 
ones at Barwahn and Zirapur were sanctioned Facilities were also 
provided in the districts for horse-breeding 

31 Several new buildings have been constructed at Indore and m 
the districts Liberal grants were given to the Education and Medical 
Departments for new buildings 

32 Government passed 49 new Laws covering a very wide field and 
relating to various important subjects of public welfare — some calculated 
to facilitate the social uplift of the people, others designed to improve the 
law and procedure In, regard to the adjudication of civ il rights through 
the Courts, and still others purporting to promote the interests of 
commerce ind industry and to ameliorate the condition of the agri- 
culturists, etc As the result of a Committee appointed in Februarj 1928 
to report on the working of the existing Legislative Committee, proposals 
regarding its enlargement and revision of its powers ete, are under con- 
sideration Certain anomalies noticed in the existing legal procedure of 
the State relating to certain important matters were removed b> means 
of arculars A Translation Branch has been permanenllj added to the 
Legal Remembrancer’s Office to translate vanous enactments into Hindi 

33 To ensure speedj justice by effiaent officers, and to minimise 
corruption, promotions were given to deserving officers of the Judicial 
Department and experienced lawyers recruited as vacanacs occurred 
Additional judges and magistrates were appointed where necessary to 
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clear off arrears and two relieving munsiffS have been permanently sanc- 
tioned and a»‘e being utilised as additional officers to reduce the congestion 
of work The substitution of a paid copying establishment for the un- 
paid sectioners has been sanctioned Rules for the preservation of re- 
cords have been framed 

3 1 The nublication of the Indore Law Reports has been systemati- 
cally begun Substantial grants have been sanctioned for the purchase 
of Law books and for the construction of new additional buildings for the 
mofussil Courts 

35 The criminal and avil powers of certain courts and the pecuni- 
ary civil jurisdiction of lower Courts have been revised and raised 

36 A post of an Army Secretary has been created to assist the 
Commander in Chief in the Secretariat work pertaining to the Army 
Member s Office, and the pay of all the Secretaries has been revised and 
they have been properly graded 

37 The Government of India proposals regarding the system of 
Command m War and the maintenance of discipline in the States Troops 
while serving with the Bntish Army have been agreed to Two Com- 
panies from Battalion No 1 of the State Army have been brought under 
the States’ Forces Scheme m addition to the Holkar Escort and Transport 
Corps These agreements are subject to His Highness s consent for their 
continuance after the termination of the minority 

88 Commissioned and non-commisstoned Officers of the State Army 
were deouted for training to Bntish India and other States Arrange- 
ments have also been made to open training classes here 

89 Rules for the examination of officers were ’^vised The Indore 
Army Act and Rules are being revised 

40 A horse and mule breeding farm has been started With a view 
to providing good animals to the Army and the Stables Buildings hous- 
ing the Army have been considerably added to and imnroved 

41 The State Police has been completely reorganised and a great 
improvement has been achieved in the work and conduct of the State 
Police The State has been divided into three ranges each under a 
Deputy Insnector General of Police 

42 The personnel of the force has been improved not only by the 
recruitment of trained Sub-Inspectors, but also by enlisting suitable ma- 
terial in the lower ranks The efficiency of the Mounted Police is being 
improved rA. specnl squad of Motor Police lias been formed to keep 
down the numbei of offences under the Motor Vehicles Act and the whole 
Special Reserve is being trained to take up traffic control The general 
system of recruitment has been improved by the abolition of Kacha Bharti 
and the provision of proper training for all recruits A Soecial Border 
Patrol Scheme by means of which dacoities and robberies by outside gangs 
will be largely prevented has been introduced recently in all the districts 
The kit supplied to the nobce has been considerably improved.

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CHAPTER II 
POUTKJAL 

101 Indore the Premier State in Central India, is in direct political 
relationship with the Government of India Sir Reginald Glancy 
K C I E , G S I held the office of the Agent to the Go\e’Tior General m 
Central India at the beginning of the Minority Administration and conti- 
nued to be in office till the 8th of March 1927, when he proceeded on six 
months’ leave During his absence Mr E^ H Kealy C I E officiated 
as the Agent to the Goiemor General m Central India Sir Reginald 
Glancj returned from leave and resumed charge on the 8th October 1927 
He retired m March 1929 and was reUe\ed by Lt Col H R N Pritchard 
CJ E , 03 E who held officiating chaige of the office till 9th Decembei 
1929, when Lt Col R J W Heale C I E , O E E , took over charge of the 
office as Agent to the Governor General in Central India 

(a) Relations t ith the British 
Goiemment and other Indian States 

102 Tlie relations of His Highness s Government with the British 
Government and the Governments of other Indian States were, as before 
conducted bj the Prime Minister, who held charge of tJie Foreign Depart 
ment, and they lemamed most cordial and satisfactory 

(b) Suvdcrsi Exchange 

lOS Kusha. Sundersi was under the triple jurisdiction of Gwalior, 
Dhar and Indore Negotiations for the exchange of the State s share 
fherem wifii five villages of the Gwalior State contiguous to Indore tern 
tory had been going on and were comoletcd during the year 1928 The 
actual exdiange formalities were gone through m 1929 

(e) Army 

101 The Government of India proposals regarding the system of 
command in war and the maintenance of discipline in the States troops 
while serving with the British Army, as also the bringing of two compa 
nies of Battalion No 1 of the State Army, m addition to tlie Holkars 
Escort and Transport Corps under tlie States' Forces Scheme, were 
agreed to These agi cements are subject to His Higlmesss sanction for 
their continuance after the termination of the minority 

(d) Revision of text of Attehison s Treaties 

105 Tlie Central India Agency invited in 1927 suggestions regard 
ing additions or alterations to any portion of the Aitcliison’s Treaties 
with whidi tlie Indore State was concerned Volumes III &. IV of the 
Aitchison’s Treaties were thereupon examined and ti number of sugges 
tions, m the light of wluch it was proposed to Iiav e the text revised, were 
communicated to the Central India A^ncy Tlie Government of India 
conveyed their inability to accept the suggestions m fofo, and the Central 
India Agency intimated that suggestions for bringing the narrative upto 
date and correcting minor inaccuracies had been forwarded to the 
Government of India

(Deccan) Admmistered areas. Western India States Agency, 
Rewa and Bhopal (for private cars onlj), Mjsore Bsroda, 
Travnneore and 45 States and Estates m Western India States 
Agency in respect of tlie registration of Motor Velucles and 
licensing of drivers 

107 The Indore-Mewar Extradition agreement was renewed m 1929 
for a further penod of three years Tlie offences under the Criminal 
Tribes Act were declared extraditable between Indore and British Indian 
Provinces and some Indian States 
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108 Measures for the rounding up of Sansis and Kanjars were also 
adopted and steps were taken to enter into reanrocal arrangements in 
-that respect with the States concerned 

(/) Guaranteed Holdings 

109 Owing to the obstructive and insnbordinate attitude adonted by Ulgarii EUuie^ 
the De^an of I>algarh towards Hia Higlmess’s Government m connection 

with the establishment of a Sayar Nalca at Laignrh as well as in other 
respects, His Higliness’s Government were allowed to exercise full juris- 
diction as a tempoiary measure for* one year m the villages held by the 
Dewan from tlus State with effect from 7th March 1930 

110 In 1908, the Bhumia of Rajgarh was allowed to exercise certain RAjgarh Btnnu.!. 
criminal and judicial nowers m the two villages of Bhedlia and Helabawar 

and their hamlets, held by him from this State, subject to the control of 
the Political Agent in the Southern States of Central India and in Malwa 
with the nroviso that the arrangement would be subject to rev ision after 
five jears The sunenor Judicial jurisdiction of His Highness s Govern- 
ment over these villages was recognized in 1926, the Bhumia, while exer- 
cising the civil and criminal now ers wnth winch he was invested, remain- 
ing subordinate to the District and Sessions Judge, Nimar 

111 The rights of the Bhumia m respect of these villages held by 
him on payment of rent at the rate of Rs 2 per plough, in accordance 
with the arrangement of 1908, were also defined and it was decided that 

(i) the Bhumia should nay 50 ner cent of the total revenue assess- 
ment of the Villages to tlus Government after a regular settle 
ment is made , 

(ii) income from Abkari and Sayar should belong to the State , 

(ill) the Bhumia be allowed to collect usual petty cesses of ancient 
origm which have been sanctioned by prescription and are not

(ivj the Holkar Government should have exclusive control over tiie

Bhumia for his personal requirements

113 A long standing boundary dispute with the Rao of Hirapur Boucduy 
about certain area of forest land claimed by him was settled bj Jlajor 

H E Wilberforce Bell, who was appointed as Soecial Boundary Commis- 
sioner for the purpose The Rao of Hnapur claimed about 12J/_ square 
miles as the area of Hirapur, while the State contended that he was 
entitled to no more tlian the area actuaHj under cultivation or capable of 
being cultivated, plus some grazmg lan& for his requirements, le a 
total area of nearly 4 square miles The Major inspected the spot with 
the representatives of both the parties and held that the Rao’s title to ar 
area of a little over b square miles was valid and that out of the disputed 
tract an area ot about four and a half miles was State property 
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(g) R£ab''ation of qmt rent 

114 Steps were taken to recovei arrears of auit lent from vanous^ 
tjuii-rent holders of the exchanged Paiganas of the Nimar District 

115 In 1928, the Government of India gave to His Highness's Govern- 
ment credit of Rs 61-10 0 per >ear ^nth retrospective effect from the 
22nd August 1872 on account of the ‘Jama’ of the Khaim \ illage of Laundi 
given to Rana Kirat Singh of Barwaha on the sime date i e after the 
transfer of the whole Pargana of Barwaha, including the aforesaid vil- 
lage, TO this State m exdiange H has also been decided that, in future, 
the annual sum payable by His Highness’s Government to tlie Government 
of India on account of ‘Territorial Exchange” be reduced bj a corres- 
ponding amount

116 In November 1926, H E Sir Montague Butler, Governor of 
Central Provinces, and Lady Butler paid a visit to Indore and were en-

117 In 1927. a banquet followed by a garden party was given by 
the Prime Minister at the Yeshwant Club in honour of the Hon'ble 
Mr E H Kealy CIE, OIEaalmg Agent to the Governor General in 
Central India, on the eve of his departure, several Indian and Euiopean 
guess’s being invited 

118 In the year 1928, His Excellency the Viceroj pud an official 
visit to the Central India Agency m the month of August nnd u as enter- 
tained by the Prime Minister on behalf of the State at an 'At Home’ on 
the Lai Bagh Palace grounds, several Ruling Princes of Central India be- 
ing also present 

119 In 1929, His Excellency the Commander in Chief of India was 
entertained at a lunch by tlie Prime Minister 

120 A farewell banquet followed by a garden nartv was given by 
the Prime Minister in March 1929 to Sir Reginald Glancj, the retiring 
Agent to the Governor Genenl in Central India, who was rehtved by 
Lt Col H R N Pnlchard, CIE, OBE Tlie same jear, a farewell 
banquet was given by His Highness the Maharaja to Lt Col H R N 
Pritchard CIE, OBE, who handed over the charge of the office to 
Lt Col R J Heale C I E , O B E , a farewell garden party being also 
given by the Prime Minister. 

(») Contributions 

121 In response to an appeal from a Committee presided over by 
His Grace the Duke of Portland and organised to inaugurate a national 
memorial to Her Majesty the Queen Alexandra, the State donated £100 in 
1927 as a mark of its esteem for Her Majesty 

122 His Highness’s Government contributed Rs 5,000 to the fund 
started by a committee of the atizens of Indore for tlie alleviation of the 
distress caused m Gujerat, Kathiawad by floods in 1927 

123 A sum of Rs 15,000 was contributed by His Highness’s Govern- 
ment to the All India Thanks givmg Fund inaugurated by His Excel- 
lency the Viceroy in 1929 to commemorate the recovery of His Majesty 
from a senous and prolonged illness, and Rs 1.000 was spent m chanty 
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f<givjng food etc ) to the poor for the observance of the Thanks giving 
Day, the Sardars Jagirdars leading merchants and officers of the State 
contributing another aggregate amount of Its 10 290 12 0 

(;) Posts £ Tclegrophs 

124 The business transacted by the Postal Department in the State 
showed considerable increase in all its activities and a trunk telephone 
connection was established betvveen Indore and several cities m Northern 
India and Bombay Presidency etc

(i) Their Highnesses the Mnhtnja and Maharani’s education, 
health and itmcrary 

12S On the 21st of May 1026. His Highness the Maharaja, accom- 
panied by Dr Hardy. Guardian, and Muntazim Baliadur Lai Raghuraj 
Singh, Assistant Guardian, left Indore for Europe Soon after his ar- 
rival in England, His Highness was received by Their Majesties the King- 
Empetor and Queen Empress of India 

129 In order to prepare for his Responsions His Highness took re- 
sidence first at Cookham and tlien at Bayhss House near Slough, where 
he was given tuition In the Michaelmas term of 1926. His Highness took

Besides the physical benefit of the sun and the beauty and cnjojiri^nt of 
the scenei'j His Highness gathered there a living and substantial krow 
ledge of ancient Greek art and civilization Next, His Highness under 
took a comprehensive and varied educational tour of England, Scotland 
and Wales by road under the able guidance of Mr F Cossar, a lecturer 
in Geography at tlie School of Geography, Oxford, and acquainted himself 
with the industries and activities of the country 

133 His Highness began the year 1929 on the Riviera where he 
recovered from the after-effects of the attack of influenza which he had 
in the end of 1928 After his mum to Oxford, His Highness continued 
working for his finals Hie Easter vacation was spent by His Highness 
on the Italian lakes with Bellaggio as a centre, from where he went out 
on tours to acquaint himself with the general conditions as well as the 
beauties and art treasures of Northern Italy In Summer vacation His

throughout the State 


were passed as far back as 1913. but tliey remained practically a dead 
letter, chiefiy for the reason that the contractor could not open shops 
simultaneously throughout the State, and, so long as adequate steps were 
not taken to ensure a proper supply of the standard weights, the penalty 
for using non standard weights could not be enforced Accordingly re- 
vised proposals were sanctioned m the year 1927 by which the scheme of 
introducing standard weights was given progressive effect. Instead of 
asking the contractor to supply weights all at once throughout the State, 
a well nigh impracticable task, he was asked to open shops at convement 
centres for small areas assigned for the purpose t itliin a scheduled tune, 
after wluch the use of non standard weights within tliat area was pena- 
lised either by confiscation of old weights or by prosecution where neces- 
sary Although standard wei^ils liave not been fully introduced jet, 
owing to the apathy of the merdiants and for want of adequate supervis 
ing staff, considerable progress has been made in this direction and con- 
fiscation of a number of old weights lias convinced the traders that 
Government mean to enforce the measure 
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CHAPTER VI 

PRODUCTIONT AND DISTRtBUTlON 
(a) Rural Detelopmcnt 

361 The Agriculture and Co-operative Societies Departments had OrjsiuMtipii. 
been doing good work in their own spheres independentlj but it was felt 

that if the two departments could be placed togetherand their efforts co- 
ordinated the work of rural development — the common aim of both the 
branches — could be accelerated and pushed forward with greater effect 
and benefit to the cultivator Tlie Department of Rural Development 
was therefore constituted m October 1927 by the amalgamation of the 
two departments — the agricultural branch educating and interesting the 
cultivator in the use of up to date methods and implements for agricul 
ture and tiie co operative section phcing the introduction of improved 
methods vvithm his reach by providing funds The Department of Co- 
operative Societies was formerly under the control of the Commerce and 
Industries Member but the revenue Department being primmlj res 
ponsible for all matters connected with the uplift of the rural population 
the Ruril Development Department was placed under the control of the 
Revenue Minister The head of the department was designated the 
Rural Development Commissioner and with a view to enable him to find 
more time for the development work the post of Assistant Registrar of 
Co-operatne Societies was converted into that of a Joint Registrar 
Tlie scale of pay of the Co-operative Inspectors was also revised 

362 Pao Saheb S L Tambe formerly Registrar of Co-operative 
Societies was appointed Commissioner of the department on its creation 
and continued to be m charge till the end of the period under review

398 The first Cotton Market of the State was opened at Sanaw ad Cotton 
in the year 1925 It showed very good results and, during the period 
under report, similar markets were estabbshed at Banvaha, Kliargone and 
Taiana In connection with the establislunent of the Colton Marl et at 
Sanawad the Indian Central Cotton Committee, while approx mg of the 
steps taken by His Highness s Government regarding the develonmcut of

399 The efficiency of controlled maikets could not but oltiai.t tin, 
attention of a large section of merchants and growers m Indore Cit, ar 1 
ti e case for the starting of a similar market m preference to the e ist 
jng Municipal Cotton Adda having been made out, it was sanction d in 
1929 and a Committe appointed for tlic purpose Tlic measure, howexor 
was misunderstood by some of the local mcrcliants who, headed by bir 
Hukumchand, approached the Prime Minister, and the Cabinet had exen- 
tuallj to keep the proposal m abeyance pending the consideration of the 
xvhole question 

400 The mill hands struck xxork m 192C, the ‘Bonus and 'Working uboofunie 
Hours’ being the bones of contention hctHcen them and the rmh-onner 

The strike lasted for about 2 montlis The point of working hours Mrs 
set at rest by the Government sanctioning 60 hours xvork per week, r lu'e 
the question of 'bonus was solxcd by an unofficial act of Goxommen^ 
officials In 1927, a Trade Union was formed under the direction of Uc 
Secretary, Ahmedabad Trade Union, which stiH continues to function

406 Almost all these Acts are modelled on Uie lines of similar Acts 
in force in British India A Patent Office is also proposed to be establish- 
ed sliortJy under the control of Uie Member to deal wiUi several applica- 
tions asking for the protection of Patents rights Cotton Transport Act 
has been passed 

407 The number of ginning factories, cotton pressing factories and 
the com grinding factories m 1929 was 105 24 and 111 respectively as 
igainst 89 19 and 65 respectively m 1923 Tlie other miscellaneous in- 
dustrial establisliments numbered 24 as against 10 in 1925 

408 Tlie concern was sold to Messrs Pannalal Bhandan and Sons 
who proposed to convert the work into a Metal Factoiy and have recent- 
ly purchased a complete Aluminium and Brass Factory in Bombay which 
they propose moving to Indore 

409 The Thymol Factory was auctioned in 1929 but its disposal 
could not be arranged satisfactonly and consequent^ flesh negotiations 
have been opened 

410 Attempts are being made to establish a Pencil Factory in the 
State but for want of guarantee of one lakli as the Indian share of the 
capital required by Messrs Indiau Industrial Development Ltd , who have 
secured tlie assistance of Messrs Chambers and Co , a well known firm 
of pencil makers in England the proposal to open the Factory has been 
delayed The Firm s representative however, is m India and it is lioped 
that efforts in this behalf will bear fruit soon

412 The paint-spraying plant was introduced m the jear 1928, and 
consequently there was great demand for repair work tliroughout that

In tins year, the oflice ^\as separated from Uie workshop section with n 
view to enabling the Officer in charge of the workshop to desoie more ft- 
tention to the Technical Section.

Palaces occupied by the Boyal Family, which Iiad been looked after by 

the Officer I/C State Workshop, were entrusted to Mr. S. T. Deslmiukli tf 
the Bonng Department. 

414. Tlie number of working companies on tlic register at the close jai»i Sioci Cwif^- 
of the year 1929 was 12 as against 13 at the beginning of Mmonty Adrai- 
nistration. Tlio authorised capital of these companies amounte<l to 

Its. 3,05,17,500 as against Its. 2,80,00.000 at the beginning of the period 
under rc\ic\Y. and the subscribed and paid up capital were Hs. 2,37,17,500 
and Rs. 1,09,01,8.37-6.0 as against Rs. 2,26,87.820 and Rs 1,17,31.825 
rcspcctnely in 1025. 

415. During the jear 1927, the Co\cmment limills purduosed the 
Indore Electric Supplj from the proprietors of the Firm of Lain Raghu- 
mal and placed it under the charge of the Mcmlicr for Commerce and 
Industries. Tlvc old Power House having been found inadequate to meet 
the growing demand of the citv, the construction of a new Power House 
at a cost of over 12 lakhs was e.anaioned. Advantage was taken of this 
opportunity to change the system of electrical distribution from direct to 
ftitcmaling current. Tlic cost of this p.irt of tlie scheme alone exceeded 
8 lakhs, but it ensured the supply of cli<«p ckclncal power in Indore 
in future, and furllier delay m bringing about the change would have in- 
volved gre.iter expense. Accordingly a new Power House c-xpccted to 
meet a demand of four times the old, with quarters for part of tlic staff, 
as also a special road leading to it from the mam road and a new railway 
siding from the main lino were constructed. This new Power House 
was named after Sir Reginald Clancy. It began to supply power from 
November J929. 

410. In the jear 1920, a Callxcoro Drill suiLaWe fora C" bore uplo u 
400 ft. depth w.as purclivcd and boring operations were successfully car* ** ** 

ried out at Harsidlu which helpcil to relieve the .situation at 

a time when the sc.'ircitj of water was being keenly felt in the Indore 
Cit}'. Four more bores were undertaken next }v^r, of which two proved 
completely successful. At the new Power House also the boring machine 
was put on w-ork, where the bore tapped good w.a(er at a depth of 163 
feet. Tlic macliincs were, for the remaining period, cmplojod on trial 
Bores at Badarkln in connection with the proposed construction of a 
dam on the Cambhir river.

480 The original budget grant for the year 1925-26 stood at 
Rs 11 85 100, but was subsequently increased to Rs 14,70,677 against 
which a total expenditure of Rs 12,07,699, including Rs 1,12,813 on 
account of establishment, was incurred In addition to this, a sum of 
Rs 5 83,300 was provided for the Lai Bagh Palace works, the work being 
done under the supervision of Mr Bernard Tnggs, architect 

481 The fixed grant for the year 1926 27 under all heads amounted 
to Rs 14,09,879 against which an outlay of Es 13,35,968 only was in- 
curred 

482 111 the year 1927 28, the final grant and the outlay amounted to 
Rs 23,20 831 and Rs 14.93,489 respectively A large balance of 
Rs 8,27.342 that lansed at the end of the year was due mainly to actual 
savings m works on completion and to the fact that the Water Works 
and the Drainage Schemes were not ready and conseouently not sanction- 
ed till the end of the >ear 

483 The total exnenditure for the year 1928 29 amounted to 
Rs 20,20,457, against the sanctioned grant of Es 21,73,671 

484 For the year 1929-30, a sum of Rs 22,05,956 has been provid- 
ed for the PWD which includes a provision of Rs 8,00,000 for the 
Water Supply and Drainage projects also 

485 Works of a ceremonial nature or other petty works according 
to the reouirements of the Palace were earned out by the department 
whenever required 

486 Tlie question of improving the Drainage, the Water Supply 
and the health and sanitation of the Indore Citv engaged the attention of 
the Government and they accorded sanction in 1927 for the preparation 
of a Drainage and Water Sunly Scheme The services of Mr B L Modak, 
Assistant Engineer (now Acting Executive Engineer) Poona Drainage 
Division, were obtained on loan for a period of three years from the 
Bombay Government and he was placed m charge of the Indore Water 
Supply and Drainage Division He was also entrusted with the project 
of Emergency Water Supply to the City for 1928 for which a sum of 
Rs 1,25,525 was sanctioned The Scheme was taken m hand and prac- 
tically completed except for a length of the gallery below Pipha Pal<u 
The now pumps gave great relief to the City during the summer of 1928 
when the witer supply conditions all round were very precarious 

487. As regards the permanent Water Supplj, the following sources 
were examined — 

(1) Large wells and shallow bores 

(2) Catchment to the south of Indore 

(3) The Sipra, Gambhir and Chambal rivers 

488 The v»clls were tested and -were found to be quite inadequate. 
Experience showed that catchments to the soutli of Indore also could not 
provide an adeauate supply at all times even if they were improved with 
a capital expenditure of Rs 25 lakhs and recurring charges of Rs 60 OOu 
annimUy. Thus the three nvers. viz, Sipra, Gambhir and Chambal 
remained to be considered As the Chambal is at a ereat distance it 



wfis not tal<en mto account and of the remaining two, the Gambhir, being 
entirely within the State limits In the vicimty of Indore Cit> and nearer 
than the Sipra, was preferred as a source of supply As a result of 
careful measurements of discharges and extensive surveys of the whole 
•<iambhir \allej, it was found that the Badarkha site about 1 mile north 
of the Indore Depalpur Hoad was by far the best available site for the 
construction of a stomgs reservoir and tins site was finally approved by 
all the expert ad\ isers of the State 

489 Tile Water Supply Project is, m bnef, as follows — 

Water w ill be impounded by a dam at BadarUia and pumped electri- 
cally (Power being obtained from Indore) through a 2T' Mam to settling 
rnd filtering tanks on the Deodharam Hill which lies about half way bet 
ween the Pumping Station and Indore City From Deodliaram, the 
water will flow by gravity through a 27 Main to Indore City 

490 The preliminary estimated cost of both the Water Supply and 
the Drainage Schemes as sanctioned bj the Cabinet in March 1929, is 
Ks 68 50 000 and an allotment of Hs 8,00,000 was sanctioned for expend! 
ture during 1929 30 (The revised estimate comes to over 70 lakhs ) 

491 Pipes for both the rising and gravit) Mams have been ordered 
from the Bengal Iron Co , Ltd , and the work of laying the pipes has pro- 
greased \erj satisfactorilj, about one-third of the Gravitation Mam having 
be^n laid 

492 Works at Deodharam Hill were also started, the quarters for 
the stafC there avere completed and the site for the Raw Water tank ex- 
cavated The aalve tower at Pliulkalana has been started, besides quar- 
ters for the staffs there and at Badarkha Dam 

493 Many schemes were prepared from time to time, a history of IbJwc Dfwag-

pondence on Indore City Water Supply and Drainage 1927 1929 from 

which it will be seen that an entirely new Scheme was devised by 
Mr Modak, tlie Executive Engineer, Water Supply and Drainage Division 
Briefly speaking, tlie project is for pumping the sewage of certain low- 
level areas m Jiini Indore bj electricallj driven pumps and passing the 
same into a Mam Sewer of the high level oi gravitation area and then to 
pass all the sewage by gravitation to the ground about two miles north 
of the limits of Indore City where it will be trea’^ed by broad irrigation 
This scheme has been approved by Mr Haddocks of Bombay and the 
portion that will arrange to keep all pollution out of the IChan river has

CHAPTER IX 


POBLIC INSTRUCTION 
(a) General

614 There has been an all round increase in tiie number of institu- 
tions during the last four years Even pnvate unaided institutions- 


which supplement in no small measure the efforts of the Education De» 
partment in providing means of education m the State had a consider 
able increase in numbers but as these institutions receive no aid from 
the State they are shy of reporting their existence to the department 
This presents a rather inconvenient difficulty in ascertaining their exact 
numbers A scheme is accordingly under contemplation which would 
ensure the correct reporting of figures in respect of such institutions 

616 For the various educational institutions the last four jears- 
were a period of steady development The number of scholars increased 
from a little over 20 thousand to about 30 thousand The sphere of 
educational activity was widened the staff was strengthened to meet the 
growing demands not only by addition to numbers but also by the addi 
tion of staff with higher academic qual fications as well as by improving- 
the qualifications of the existing staff by deputing them to selected insti 
tutions outside And there was quite naturally a substantial addition 
to the expenditure In the year 1925 26 the actual expenditure on the 
department was Rs 5 18 668 and the estimated budgetted expenditure for

disease m the bud There we c severe outbreaks of small po\ during

697 The City suffered from a great scarcity of water during 1926, 
1927 and 1928 the rainfall having been very insufficient for three jears 
m succession The Municipality was tlierefore hard put to it to arrange 
for a regular and adequate supply of water to the town A number of 
special measures by way of pumping from different sou’^ces had there 
fore to be adopted to meet the situation that the shoitage of water supply 
created These special measures supplemented by the regulating and 
curtailing of the hours of supply relieved the hardship to a considerable 
extent though not wholly and cost an aggregate amount of Rs 1 45 OoO 
upto the end of the penod under review out of a sum of Es I 62 622

fruit and vegetable vendors for accommodation, the Municipality allowed 
temporary structures, popularly known as “Ghumties” to be placed at the 
evtreme ends of footpaths, tJie Bosanquef Market possessing limited capa- 
citj.

703 Several improvements were introduced in the conservancy ar- Coiu«fv»ncy 
rangements of the City Tiie former system of dumping the rubbish was 
replaced by the refuse being burnt in properly constructed incinerators 
towards tlie installing of which the Government gave a special grant 

Tlus together with better supervision by the department went a long wa> 
towards improving tlie cleanliness of the City The night soil depot in 
the Najapura was transferred to Dewas Gliat Road 

704 A special staff was detailed to ensure the general cleanliness 
of the IClian river which flows past the City and leceives much of 
sewage, its water having been also subjected to a special chemical treat-

in the gradual elimination of faction that tends to undermine all attempts 
at the formation of a common village organization even though it is for 
their own good By the very nature of their composition the Panchajats 
are able to possess the confidence of the people from amongst whom the> 
are constituted, and when the Pandias take up the disposal of cases in 
a business like manner, as they have learnt to do now, these bodies can 
prove to be of even greater use than the other agencies set up for the 
adjustment of differences There is evidence to show that the institution 
is working successfully in the State the people at^pt the decisions given 
by the Panchayats and there have hardly been any complaints against the 
constitution or the procedure of the various bodi«
